POOL MEMBERS 
GET GOOD PRICE 
FOR THEIR CROP 


Calgary, July 8—Members of the 
Alberta wheat pool will receive two 
and one-eight cents a bushel more for 
their wheat than the average price 
received by Alberta farmers outside 
the pool, according to the statement 
issued today by H. W. Wood, chair- 
man of the board of trustees. The pool 
price is $1.02 for Number 1 Northern 
on Fort William basis, while the av- 
erage price at Fort William for the 
period was ninety-nine and seven- 
eights cents, 

From this price the administration 
expenses of the pool will have to be 
deducted and this is another feature 
which will appeal to the farmers who 
have joined the pool. The total ex- 
penses for selling the pool wheat has 
been less than one half cent. 

It handled nearly one-quarter of 
the wheat harvested in Alberta last 
year. The Alberta government _ re- 
port showed the harvest to be 167,000- 
000 bushels. The wheat pool handled 
slightly more than 38,000,000 bushels. 

The following is the official state- 
ment issued by the pool officials: 

“The board of directors of the Al- 
berta Co-operative Wheat Producers 
Limited, at. the close of its meeting 
on July 6, announced the result of the 
pool’s operations up to June 30th, 
1924, The result to that date showed 
an average sale price of $1.02, based 
on store at Fort William for one Nor- 
thern wheat, which compares with the 
average price at Fort William for the 


eighths. From the above — average 
price of $1.02 the pool’s office and ad- 
ministration expenses will be deducted. 
These total expenses, including Cal- 
gary, Winnipeg and foreign offices, 
also directors’ fees and expenses, will 
total less than half a cent a bushel 
for the season. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC 
R’Y CROP REPORT 


(Special to The Times) 

Winnipeg, Man., July 7.—The past 
week has been one of high tempera- 
ture and sunshine in the west, ac- 
cording to the weekly crop report of 
the agricultural department of the 
C.P.R., issued today. The report 
shows that the growth of all crops is 
very rapid and everything except late 
sown wheat is in the shot blade, and 
some of the earliest is showing signs 
of coming into head. The extreme 
heat has been trying to the crops, 
but excellent root system has develop- 
ed during the prolonged moist spring, 
which has enabled the grain to stand 
up well. Large sections of Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta, particularly in 
Alberta, have experienced some good 
rains during the week. Apart from 
these areas and more especially in 
Manitoba, rain is needed, 

Cattle are thriving in all .the pro- 
vinees, the report says, and are not 
troubled so far this seasen with flies 
and other insects. Live stock receipts 
and prices at stock yards continue to 
be about the same as last year, De- 
mand for farm help is at a minimum 
with sufficient applicants to meet re- 
quirements. . 

Crops in Saskatchewan, although in 
a healthy condition, are late, A great 
improvement is shown however as the 
result of better growing conditions. 
West central and north western areas 
have experienced some precipitation 
during the week, but more is required. 
Some of the early sown wheat is 
coming into head and is from twenty- 
four to thirty inches in height. For- 
est tent caterpillars are doing heavy 
damage to trees in the southeastern 
portion of the province, the report 
states. 

Crop conditions continue favorable 
in Alberta and were further benefit- 
ted by showers over some sections 
of the province during the past seven 
days, and nearly every district is get- 
ting sufficient rain to make good 
crops.

GOVERNMENT TO 
AID COAL SHIPPING 


Ottawa, July 8—The most interest- 
ing item to Alberta in the supplemen- 
itary estimates tabled at the adjuorn- 
ment of the house last night is $200,- 
000 to provide for assistance in the 
transportation of coal to central Can- 
ada in payments to the railway com- 
panies, 

How the plan will be worked out 
will be prescribed by regulations 
which later will be prepared by the 
government in council. The general 
idea, however, is to facilitate by sub- 
sidies to the railways the shipment of 
coal from Alberta, and also from Nova 
Scotia to the central markets, so that 
the high freight rates may be over- 
come. Solid trains of coal will be 
transported to encourage the use of 
the domestic commodity in places 
which at present depend largely upon 
American sources of supply.

During 
the past few weeks arguments for 
and against the continued suspension 
of the agreement have been present- 
ed to the cabinet, sitting as the privy 
council of Canada, the only court of 
appeal against a decision of the board 
of railway commissioners for Canada.

GRAIN CAPACITY 
ADDED AT COAST 


Vancouver, B.C., July 5—Grain and 
shipping interests need not worry 
over the handling of the 1924-25 grain 
crop through Vancouver, according to 
officials of the railways and of the 
Vancouver shipping board. The 1993- 
1924 season, now closing, has one ele- 
vator of 2,000,000 bushels capacity, 
nine unloading units, nine cleaning 
machines, four belts, of which three 
could be used at a time, and two ship- 
ping berths.

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Up from the south, and from the - 
blue, palm-fringed lageons, the giant 
whilte flock came beating, on wings 
that drove them through the heights 
of the air at something like a mile 
and a half a minute.

With much jealous 
wrangling the wedge formed itself as} 
it rose, pounding upwards on a long 
slant, till at last, having gained a 
cloudy height, it swept northward on 
the trail of the geese. 


Not far under five feet in length, 
and with an enormous wing area, the 
“whistling swans” were the statliest 
birds that the North American conti- 
vent could boast. The whiteness of 
their plumage, radiantly flawless, save 
for a spot of yellow on each side of 
the face, was set off in a formal fas- 
hion by jet black legs and bill. Their 
full arched skulls betrayed a high 
iegree of intelligence, and their wild 
eyes held a sort of aloof defiance. 

Swerving rapidly inland, as ff to 
avoid the Atlantic coast, the swans 
swept toward the Mississippi river, 
rom time to time, with tremendous 
splashings and a noise as of a band 
of horns and bugles, they would come 
down from their heights to rest and 
feed, seeking always, for their halt, 
the loneliest of lakes or marshy pools. 
The weight of their great frames, and 
the fierce energy expended in the 
terrific speed of their flight, forced 
them to fed well and often. 

From the altitude at which they 
Journeyed the swans looked down on 
all the other migrant hosts, with the 
exceplion perhaps, of the geese, who 
flew at about the same level.

In this perilous 
passage they lost three of their flock, 
but the leader swept them on without 
cllowing the array to become demor- 
alized. For a few seconds only there 
was some confusion, as a strovg bird 
near the head of the wedge, having 
got his death wound, struggled) blind- 
ly to keep on, A moment more, how- 
ever, and he went plunging downward, 
and the line closed up. 

And now the skies they traversed 
were no longer of so palpitating a 
blue, but more often of a sullen grey 
or lowering with black and wind-rent 
clouds. Gusts of icy rain burst over 
them, and those wanton storms which 
strive to buffet back the vanguard of 
the diffident northern spring. The 
rivers that now rolled beneath them 
were cold and swollen floods, heavy 
with silt. The broad plains thet 
stretched to the horizon and beyond 
began to be mottled with patches of 
grey and shrinking snow. Soon, the 
brown disappeared, and all the snow, 
white and interminable, broken only 
by the blue black watercourses roll- 
ing along their burdens of logs and 
ice, or by dark green, ragged belts 
of spruce forest. Such scattered cities 
as passed beneath them they hardly 
heeded, unless it chanced to be at 
night, and the city one of importance.

Net sales of provincial savings cer- 
tificates for the first five months of 
1924 total the very satisfactory sum 
of $1,219,755.78, which is a much larg- 
er net sale than has ever been re- 
corded. The purchase of savings cer- 
tificates to this extent for the first 
half of 1924 will greatly assist the 
provincial treasury in financing pro- 
vincial expenditures, and it is also 
some indication of improved condi- 
tions in the province. The gross sales 
of certificates for the first five 
months of this year totalled $2,555,- 
170.99, and the withdrawals totalled 
$2,274,279.14, leaving the net sales as 
stated. 

Quality of Alberta Cream Improves 

Continued ‘improvement of quality 
of cream marketed by Alberta farm- 
ers is noted in the returns made pub- 
lic for the first five months of this 
year by C. Marker, dairy commission- 
er, and indicates more than ever the 
value of the official cream grading 
system established ‘two years ago by 
the provincial department of agricul- 
ture. 

During the first five months of this 
year a total of 12,360,450 pounds of 
cream has been graded by provincial 
cream graders, compared with 9,134,-

“Sir Percy Tempest, late manager 
and engineer of the Southern railway, 
who has studied the subject of the 
tunnel for years, in March last, inform- 
ed the house of commons channel tun- 
nel committee that his estimate of 
the cost of the tunnel was £29,000,000 
and the revenue, based on the 1922 
traffic receipts, would work out at 
about £1,600,000 a year, or just over 
five per cent on the cost. 

What the increase in the traffic 
from the construction of the tunnel 
will be no one can say, but one of 
the principal tourist agents thinks 
the present passenger traffic may 
increase ten times. 

“The tunnel will be constructed one- 
half with English capital and one- 
half with French capital, and will be 
jointly owned and worked. 

“The mouths of the tunnel on both 
sides of the Channel will be some 
miles back from the coast to enable 
the depth beneath the sea to be 
reached by easy gradients. This will 
increase the length of the tunnel to 
about 36 miles, of which twenty-four 
will be under the sea. 

“No such engineering work has 
yet been accomplished. The longest 
tunnel is that of twelve miles, under 
the Simplon, and the longest under 
water is the Severn tunnel of over 
four miles. Fortunately the engin- 
eers, after. years of study and prelim- 
inary soundings and borings, have 
found that a bed of. chalk marl lies 
beneath the chalk which forms the 
cliffs on both sides of the straits, 
and this bed extends right across. 

“It is roughly 60 feet in thickness, 
and is of such a nature as to be vir- 
tually impervious to the percolation 
of water, and forms a most admirable 
material for tunnel driving. The 
tunnel will consist of two tubes of 
about 20 feet diameter, and driven 
about sixty feet apart, but before the 
two tubes are begun a pilot heading 
or tube will be driven. ‘This test 
tube will prove the ground and facil- 
itate the driving of the two working 
tunnels. 

“The French and English engineers 
are agreed on the practicability of the 
work, and the details are all got out. 

“The test tunnel can be completed 
in about three years, and the working

“These works will naturally cause 
2 great expenditure of money and a 
idemand for labor throughout the 
country. The labor required for the 
actual tunnel construction would be 
jabout 200,000 men for six years, but 
the subsidary works referred to will 
cause a demand which will absorb 
large but unknown numbers .of un- 
employed, and above all after the 
compeltion of the tunnel there would 
be the general revival in trade and 
industry in this country which always 
follows from improved communica: 
jtions. It is probable that the success 
of the tunnel will be so great that 
other channel tunnels will follow, 
and possibly a motor road or roads, 
to France as well. 


“The support and hearty goodwill of 
,the government is alone required, 
and it is difficult to see why it should 
jbe now withheld. The military ques- 
tion is no longer raised, for no one 
kent be rash enough to say on what 
element or by what forces the next 
war may be waged. 

“France, Italy, Belgium, and Switz- 
jerland are all anzious to see it built, 
jand this country is only waiting for 
the government to move. It ig the 
greatest remedy which can be propos- 
ed for the settlement and restoration 
of this battered and distracted Eur- 
ope.”

He points out that an exhaustive ex- | 


amination of the contents of hundreds 
‘of crows has been made and that this 
shows that one-fifth of the adults’ 
yearly sustenance consists of insects. 

A recent report of the biological 
survey of the American department of 
agriculture is quoted. According to 
this, a great part of the crow’s 
sect food is eaten in the carly spring 
; when the life-cyecles of many of the 
most destructive pests are at their 
lowest ebb. A little later nestling 
,crows appear on the scene, outnum- 
‘bering their parents two to one, and 
assist in the work of destruction. The 
young birds eat a much larger percen- 
| tage of insect food than do their par- 
‘ents, and the quantity of nourishment 
required to develop their rapidly grow- 
ling bodies is considerably greater. 

The crow is an economic factor in 
farm life, asserts Mr. Pearson, and the 
present organized effort to annihilate 
the species recalls the mob spirit 
‘which ‘was aroused against the peli- 
can. for its legendary ravages upon 
fish. 


“This nation has existed and has,

living in our woods and visiting our 
fields,” he says. “Normal agencies

Alberta Shows Large 
Enrollment cf Motor 
Vehicles Up to Date 


Alberta has an automobile popula- 
tion of 43,133, according to a state- 
ment received from the deputy pro- 
vincial treasurer EK. T. Trowbridge. 
This is an increase of motor vehicles 
jin 1928, when Alberta’s mark was 
(41,933, with 15,342 in the cities; 9,123 
in the towns, 8,777 in the villages and 
{8,691 outside of these centres. 


| This statement proves a healthy in- 
‘erease in the auto business, and evi- 
dences of improvement in the prosper- 
ity of the province during the past 
! year, more especially among the far- 
mers, whom the deputy provincial 
secretary states, own at least 65 per 
cent of the motor cars of Alberta, The 
larger increase however, in the autos 
this year is shown in the cities, and 
the smaller type of car is obviously 
;the more popular model now in de- 
jmand, and the inflated sales are shown 
lin the small light vehicles. 


| 


More automobiles are in use in this 
‘province how, than ever before since 
ithe gasoline propelled vehicle made 
its appearance. Great distances sep- 
arating towns, cities and villages have 
|made the autos a great necessity and 
the country is gradually finding its 
jway to wheels. There has been an 
enormous inerease in motor tourist 
|traffic to Alberta, and people of this 
province, are also taking to the trails 
for their summer holidays, instead of 
;resorting to trains. 
This is the statement of tne cepart- 
jment as to the distribution of auto- 
mobiles in Alberta for 1923: 

Cities— Calgary, 6.356; Edmonton, 
15,964; Lethbridge; 1,279; Medicine 
iHat, $41; Red Deer, 411;  Wetaski- 
win, 3891. Total, 15,342, 

Towns,9,123; villages, 8,777; outside 
cities, towns and villages, 8,691, Grand 
total, 41,933. 

There were 89,742 touring cars and 
j2,191. trucks operating in 1928, and 
jthe Increase marked for this year is 
jfairly well divided on the percentage 
basis, 

Scanning the list of different makes 
of cars registered in Alberta, Ford is 
found to lord it over all other autos 
by a substantial margin. There were 
21,564 Fords operating in Alberta in 
1923, and 1,571 Ford trucks. Next to 
the Ford is the Chevrolet with a total 
of 5,957, and the McLaughlin is next 
in line with 4,034,

rigid white feathers; and it was noth- 
ing but a few feathers that his ‘deadly 
jaws succeeded in grasping. Baffled 
and choking, he fell .back with his 
mouthful of feathers; and as he dived 
once more, with a view to coming up 
again at some convenient and satis- 
factory point of attack—at,. perhaps, 
a foot below the surface—the back 
of his neck was cluthced by a pair of 
steel-like mandibles. The swan had 
darted his long, snaky neck under 
water, as if to fish for ‘lily roots; 
and now, having secured a good grip, 
he was shaking his enemy as a ter- 
rier would shake an old shoe. His 
neck and bill were excellently fitted 
for this employment, for lily roots are 
tough and require a lot of energetic 
persuasion. 

On land, of course, those tactics 
would have proved promptly fatal to 
the bird, The fisher, with his lithe 
strength and swiftness, would have 
writhed about and fixed his teeth in 
his adversary’s throat, and the fight 
would have been over. But here in 
the water, he could get no leverage 
on which to exert his strength. He 
could do nothing but kick and twist 
in futile fury. Moreover, not being 
accustomed to exerting himself under 
water, he involuntarily opened his 
mouth, and speedily found himself 
choking. 
understood the magnitude of his pre- 
sent advantage, he might now have 
drowned his assailant without further 
trouble, and rid the wilderness of one 
of its bloodiest scourges, But the in- 
dignant bird, having himself no ob- 
jection to keeping his head under 
water several minutes at a time, little 
guessed that such an experiment 
might be fatal to his enemy. He pre- 
gently relaxed his grip, and backing 
off slightly, wailed to meet the foe's 
reappearance at the surface with a 
fresh buffeting of those great wing- 
elbows in which he put his faith. 

Ordinarily speaking, the fisher is 
the last to cry quits or to lese heart 
under any punishment. But this kind 
of punishment was something so mys- 
terious, so undreamed of, that it 
seemed for the moment to change his 
whole nature. It is more than prob- 
able that a good submersion would 
cool the battle lust even of a rhino- 
ceros. Though his lungs were burst- 
ing and his brain saw sparks, the mo- 
ment he was freed from that grip on 
his neck, he had the presence of 
mind to remain yet-a few seconds un- 
der water, while he swam. desperately 
towards his own shore. When at last 
he was forced to lift his head above 
the surface he was within a few feet 
of the fringing bushes. But his ad- 
versary was there. He was met, as 
before, with a stupefying whirlwind of 
Wings and blows an dterrific sounds. 
Gulping a lungful of the fresh air he 
was gulping for, he dived again, this 
time as deep as he could, escaping by 
a miracle a second darting clutch of 
his vanquisher's bill.
